Social  Conditions 


Ampthill  is  a market  town,  head  of  a petty  session- 
al division,  and  is  centrally  situated  in  the  county, 

45  miles  from  Loxidon,  and  8 miles  South  of  Bedford.  The 
town  stands  on  high  ground,  shielded  on  the  North  and 
East  by  hills  and  open  to  the  South.  Its  position  on  a 
dry  sandy  soil  renders  it  very  heal  thy ,whil e the  scenery 
of  the  neighbourhood  is  picturesque.  The  town  is  lighted 
with  gas  from  Luton  and  electric  light  from  the  Bedford 
Corporation.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  go  to  Luton  daily 
and  work  in  the  hat  trade.  There  is  very  little  unemploy 
ment  in  the  district  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  unem- 
ployment has  exercised  any  adverse  influence  on  the 
health  or  physique  of  children  or  adults.

The  town  is  supplied  by  a public  main  and  all 
parts  of  the  town  have  a pipe  from  which  a good  and 
wholesome  supply  of  water  can  be  obtained  at  a good 
pressure . 

The  water  is  derived  from  the  Greensand  and  is 
of  excellent  quality.  The  pumping  station  is  at 
Clophill,  which  is  about  4 miles  East  of  the  town. 

One  chemical  Analysis  was  made  during  the  year 
and  four  Bacteriological  Analyses,  one  every  three 
months.

I was  not  satisfied  with  the  slow  progress  made 
with  the  immunisation  of  these  children  especially  as 
the  age  of  one  to  five  years  is  the  most  susceptible 
period  to  this  disease  in  a child’s  life. 

Up  to  June  30th  of  the  yBar  under  review  the 
arrangement  I made  with  Dr.  Welch,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  that  all  theBe  children  should  be 
immunised  at  the  various  Infant  Welfare  Clinics;  subse- 
quently I came  to  the  conclusion  that  I would  obtain 
better  results  by  getting  the  patient’s  own  doctor  to  do 
the  immunisation.  I,  therefore,  with  the  approval  of  Dr. 
Wolch,  supplemented  the  above  arrangements  by  circulari- 
sing, during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  all  parents 
of  children  in  this  group;  I pointed  out  that  immunisa- 
tion would  be  carried  out  free  of  cost  to  the  parents 
and  I strongly  urged  them  to  take  their  children  to  their 
own  doctor  during  his  surgery  hours.  In  the  meantime 
I wrote  to  all  the  doctors  concerned  and  obtained  their 
willingness  to  immunise  children  at  a foe  of  2/6  per 
injection.  By  thiB  means  wo  wore  successful  during  the 
second  half  of  the  year  in  raising  the  percentage  of 
immunised  children  from  1*5%  to  22*0%, 

I am  still  not  satisfied  with  this  result  and 
it  is  difficult  to  moke  parents  realise  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  immunisation. 

During  the  year  only  one  notification  of 
Diphtheria  was  received.  The  age  was  22  and  the  bac- 
teriological examination  proved  negative.  It  was  later 
diagnosed  as  a case  of  Tonsiiitis  and  discharged  from 
the  Hospital,
